LONDON, Aug. 38.—Two German 


counter attacks against the British 
trenches at Thiepval, on the Somme 
front, were repulsed with heavy 
losses, the war office announced .to- 
day. The British troops have suc- 
ceeded in holding the ground recent* 
ly won/despite the desperate efforts 
of the Germans to dislodge them. 


ROME, Aug. 23.—Success for the 


Italians in the Domolite Alps on the 
Tyrol front was reported by the war 
office today. Strong Italian positions 
on the western slope of Monte To- 
fain* were captured by the Italians 
in » storm attack. 


In the Travenanzes valley in' the 


same region Austro-Hnngarian posi- 
tions were carried and the Italians 
took forty prisoners.

Pozieres-Thiepval road, but were un- 
able to push their lines forward be- 
cause of the hot fire from German 
artillery and machine guns. 


On the east front, the efforts of 


the Russians to capture lost ground 
south of Czarney was unsuccessful. 


PARIS, Aug. 23.—German troops 


in a series of attacks on the Somme 
front last night succeeded in pene- 
trating French 
trenches at several 


points in the region of Bstress, says 
the official communique issued by 
the war office today. 


These attacks south of the river, 


followed a terrific burst of artillery 
activity during which the German 
guns rained shells of heavy caliber 
upon the French positions.

of members of the national legisla- 
tive body of a country who are in- 
terested in the 
relations of their 


country with China, and in China's 
relations with the rest of the world. 
They get 
together 
and 
a similar 


group in 
the 
Chinese parliament 


keeps them posted as to what is go- 
Ing on. A China group is an abso- 
lutely unofficial 
body. 
It has no 


formally recognized place or stand- 
Ing in the 
diplomatic 
scheme of 


things 
Its members are supposed 


to be drawn together by a common 
interest in the Chinese question as 
they might be drawn by a common 
Interest in Arctic exploration or the 
collection of rare porcelains. 


At least, this is the way they must 


be regarded under the 
rules of the 


diplomatic game 
As a matter of 


fact, their interest in Chinese affairs 
Is of considerably more importance 
and value to the nation than any ab- 
sorption In the North Pole contro- 
versy or the tea-cups of the Ming 
dynasty would be, but when men

For many years 
he alone could vote. He held the only of- 
fices. But now we realize that the man who 
rents is as much a taxpayer as is the man 
who owns. The renter is as much entitled 
to a voice in the government as is the 
wealthy land-owner, for when the public 
funds are handled in a reckless or short- 
sighted manner, he loses—everybody loses 
—YOU LOSE. 


Despite the realization that foolish fiscal 


management is often a characteristic of 
modern American municipalities, there are 
plenty of persons who urge still greater 
folly. Although a city is hopelessly in debt, 
they urge the increase of the annual deficit 
by piling up burdens, relying on the tax- 
payers to meet the obligations. Despite re- 
peated warnings and calls for economy, ad- 
vocates of experiments continue to crusade 
for new ways to spend tbe public funds. 
When the money is all gone they want the 
authorities to issue bonds to buy some new 
plaything for the politicians to use as a 
pork-barrel.. Then there are more jobs to 
be doled out as pay for party loyalty. Any- 
thing to get rid of the balance, anything to 
create a deficit—such frequently appears to 
be the guiding principle of some of our lat- 
ter-day statesmen. 


Petitions are now in circulation, 


urging the city to buy the local 
telephone plant. The council is to 
be authorized to issue nearly a mil- 
lion dollars in bonds under the 
scheme arranged. With the funds 
so raised—if any—the plant is to 
be made a municipal-ownership 
system.
